It is
worth remarking that whenever the Magic Flute
is performed, which it very seldom is, two arias
are generally "cut" for the simple reason that
they exact a range of voice which few prime
donne possess. Now Miss Fatti promises not
only that the two arias shall be retained, but
that she will give them with two tones higher
than any one else is able to do. She is to be
assisted by Hermanns, Habclmann, Wilheltn
Forme, and Pauline Canlssa. Her success in
this city has been extraordinary. At the Satur-
day matinee the supplementary hall was thrown
open in addition to the large one, and both were
filled with ladies.

Female Physiologists.
